Several recent digest published here regarding problems encountered with 
various model HQ receivers provided the impetus for me to work on my own HQ170C 
which has not worked very well since I bought it around a year ago. 


The 170C came to me in excellent physical condition. The case and 
front 
panel are 9/10 and the chassis needed only a good washing to return it to the 
bright shiny lustre it had when it as manufactured. Performance from this 
receiver was however less than impressive. My point of reference is the HQ170C 
I owned when I was first licensed in 1968. Observations included the 
following: 


1. On application of power the receiver intermittently arc'd with a convincing 
"sSnap-crackle" under the chassis around the 6BE6 mixer tube socket. It 
only arc'd once when the power switch was turned on after which the 

receiver 
warmed up its little filaments and seemed OK. 


2. The receiver acted more like a stock 75A4 in that its AGC pumped anoyingly 
on any signal over S-7 and overall had a very rough sound on all signals 
weak or strong. Definitely didn't sound like the HQ170C I owned twenty 
something years ago. 


After reading the recent digests my suspicions centered around the 
one modification a previous owner had installed. The 5U4 rectifier had been 
removed and instead two silicon diodes had been soldered directly on the socket 
pins. Several people here suggested perhaps the arcing was being caused by 
the instantaneous rise of the HV given the response of the diodes vs. the 5U4 
AND that by removing the 5U4 the HV was probably quite a bit higher which 
could be causing marginal components (caps) to arc. 


This analysis was "right-on" but there's more.... 


Last night I found two 200V .47 caps in the mixer circuit were 
slightly leaky. I measured the HV with the silicon diode rectifier and 
found it was 190V, not a good "sichiation" in view of the ratings on the 
caps and their age. I replaced both capacitors with .47/600V parts which 
are the only voltage rating I had and decided to remove the diode rectifier 
and return to a venerable 5U4. 


EUREKA! The result was astonishing. Not only did the arcing stop 
but now the AGC works fine and signals sound smooth and solid with no hint 
of AGC pumping or raspy audio. My theory is that the higher B+ not only 
contributed to arcing but it basically "screwed up" the whole operational 
gain model in the radio. I have now witnessed the result of a poorly 
implemented retrofit. Replacing tube rectifiers w/solid state should not 
be done without understanding the voltage drop present in tube rectifiers 
and adding resistance to the power supply to compensate. For me, I'm 
staying with the 5U4 for mostly sentimental reasons... 


Many thanks for the insight and information I received from this 
great group. It made short-order of this BA repair project ...

I have the above unit and have the manual copy from Fair. However the manual 
is for the RT-618 (not B) and the AM3008 (not AM3007). In trouble shooting a 
bug in the PTT circuit, I'm finding the AM3008 schematic doesn't come very 
close to the AM3007. A schematic of the AM3007 would be most helpful in trying 
to analyze the bug. Anybody have one they're willing to share? 


In simple terms, the bug is that although the PTT relays are working, I am 


not getting the plate and screen driver voltages (which are switched by one 
of the relays) to the driver tube. Because of the modular nature of the 

unit, I can't get at the relays when they are installed for operation. I've 
tested the relays out of the unit and they are picking OK when 24 volts is 
applied. The terminals which should be carrying the driver plate and screen 
voltages also seem to be switching correctly. I have the proper voltage out 
of the PS, and by ringing the driver B+ from the supply point, through the 
cable harness to the relay, it looks like the voltage should be getting to 
the relay OK when it's installed. It looks like the problem is somewhere 
between the relay output and the driver tube itself. Of course this wire 
goes thru several different wiring harnesses so is very difficult to eyeball. 
I'm hoping a more accurate schematic might show where these wires go in their 
journey. 


The receiver in this rig is working beautifully. While debugging the 
transmitter, I listen to the ham bands while working. No, I'm not trying to 
put out a test signal on the air. The transmitter has it's own rf output jack 
which goes to a dummy load. The receiver portion has it's own receive antenna 
jack so I can listen while working. This is a great sounding radio.

I have a 1000 cycle device built by General Radio as a signal source 
for impedance bridges etc. It involves a perfectly normal tuning fork 
with coils around the tines. A carbon-microphone button is attached to 
one tine to provide the feedback path and the necessary signal gain. 

The whole thing runs on 6 VDC with no obvious active device. 

The 60 Hz fork could probably be used to run an electric clock. I 
doubt that either of these has the frequency accuracy to make meaningful 
RF measurements. BTW, my 1KHz fork runs at something like 993Hz.

Well, the fork I have is mounted on a bracket, or frame, that also holds 

a pair of transducers. These are parallel to the fork near the ends of the 
tines. They look like old headphone coils. One is used for pickup to 

the input of an audio amp, the other connects to the output of the amp. 

I don't remember what the osc stage tube was but the whole thing ended up 
driving a pair of 811-A's in push-pull. The output was used to power 

a Magnecord reel-to-reel tape deck in the field (it ran off an inverter 
from 12V). I don't know the details of the forks used for "standard" 
purposes by NBS (now NIST).
